PLAYER WOULD 
TEASE BRIDGE FOR 
6340 000 A YEAR 


Proposes City Turn Over Lower 
Deck to Terminal or Some 
Other Interests. 


AGAINST HOOKE PLAN 


Would Pay $200,000 for Eads 
Highway — Opposes Ex- 
penditure for Approaches. 


Comptroller Player in a formal state- 
ment issued today, proposes the leasing 
of the lower deck of the Municipal 
Bridge to the Terminal Association or 
‘‘zome other vast railroad interest,” and 
‘the acquisition of the upper deck of | 
Eads Bridge as a free highway between 
St. Louis and the East Side. Comptrol- 


ler Player's proposition is that the city 
retain the upper level of the Free Bridge 
or a crossing for pedestrigns, vehicles 
and interurban railways. 

The rental to be paid to the city by 
the railroads or the Terminal Associa- 
tion, Comptroller Player suggests, be 
enough to cover the charges for inter- 
est on the $6,250,000 of bonds thus far 
issued for the duilding of the bridge and 
the purchase of land, and the mainten- 
ance. These aggregate $340,000 a year, 
te says. 

' The present income of the Terminal 

Association from the upper deck ot 
Hads Bridge, Player says, is about $200,- 
000 a year. If the city could acquire a 
* lease of the highway of the bridge for 
this amount, Comptroller Player says. 
the Terminal! Association could allow 
this rental to be a credit against its 
payment of $340,000 a year to the city 
for the ruilroad deck of the Municipal 
Bridge, so that the difference between 
the two sums—$i40,000 a year—would 
represent the city’s income from the 
free bridge. This transaction, Comp- 

alier Player contends, would “trans- 

te the free bridge from a lHlability 
to an asset.” 
Opposes Hocke’s Plan. 

Comptroller Player’s statement, he 
says, is intended as an Pci 4 = 
proposal of r of ic es 
Hooke that ene hy ‘pend $800,000 for a 
southern approach to the bridge, $300, - 
000 for interlocking equipment and con- 
nections and $1,000,000 or more for the 
Gratiot street extension from Eighth to 
Twenty-third street. 

Player, in a statement of his reasons 

for making the proposal, says the Hooke 
plan seems to be based on a disregard 
of the action of the Supreme Court and 
the Interstate Commerce Commission. 
He says the building of the bridge was, 
as he once before declared, a stupen- 
dous blunder, and that there is only 
one way to keep the city from making 
“further wasteful investments’’—name- 
ly, to lease the rail highwey of the 
bridge to the Terminal Association or 
other vast railroad interests. Any fur- 
ther bond issue or appropriation in be- 
half of “this Quixotic municipal ven- 
ture’’ would be a menace to the credit 
of the city, he declares. 
. Yet. he says, it is proposed to ‘‘risk 
$2,000,000 or $3,000,000 more’’ to accom- 
plish what was first promised to be 
accomplished for $3,500,000, and for which 
the eutlay has been $6,250,000. 

Opposes Approach Expenditures. 

Player also says the city is asked to 
build costly approaches and connections 
for the use of corporations able and 
probably willing to build them for them- 
‘selves. Totailing different proposals, he 
figures that the expenditure of $11,000, - 
000 or $12,000,000 is demanded. ‘‘not to 
abolish the bridge arbitrary, but merely 
to reduce it,” The bridge arbitrary 
charge on all products that come to 
St. Louis, he estimates, is not more than 
$600,000 a year, or 6 per cent. of the 
amount which, he estimates, the city i« 
asked to spend. The annual charges on 
this investment, he estimates, wouli 
come to more than the arbitrary itself 
does. 

Tt must not be forgotten, he adds, 
“that the arbitrary has the sanction of 
the highest court in the land, and that 
the fixing of rates and regulations is 
wholly in the hands of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission.’’ 

The rental to be charged the Termi- 
mal, he declared, should cover interest 
and maintenance charges, and he esti- 
mates these charges at about $340,000 a 
year. The gity could then, he sayn,{ 
properly negotiate a concurrent lease of } 
the upper deck of Eads Bridge as a 
free foot and vehicle highway to the 
East Side. The Terminal, he says, now 
has an income of about $200,000 a year 
from its upper deck tolls, and if the 
city could lease the roadway at that 
figure it would gain, as an income, the 
difference between $200,000 and $340,000 
& year. 

‘Possibly the Terminal or other rail- 
road interests may not accept this ex- 
act proposal, Player says, but some ad- 
justment should be sought, and the 
predicament of Cincinnati, which 
“squandered about $20,000,000" on a fu- 
tile bridge ) Project. should be avoided.

Noel L. Robyn, 58 years old, an insur- 
ance man, with offices in tne Pierce 
Building, jumped from an eleventhfloor 
window of the Title Guaranty Building, 
Seventh and Chestnut streets, about 11:38 
o’clock this morning and was instantl) 
killed. 

A porter in the building, who was 
standing at a second-iloor window near 
the elevator shaft, said that he saw a 
man climb out on the sill of a window 
on the eleventh floor, overlooking thc 
court, stand erect for a moment an‘ 
then jump. He struck the roof cover- 
ing the court on a level with the ceiling 
of the first story. 

Robyn had no office in the Title Guar- 
anty Building, and apparently no one 
on the eleventh floor saw him before 
he leaped. The window is at the south- 
east corner of the court, and Robyn’s 
fall could have been seen from the north 
side of Chestnut street. 

Inquiry at offices on the floor and 
of the elevator conductors showed that 
kKtobyn had not entered any of the of- 
fices or been seen from the elevators. 
The window from which he jumped is 
‘not in an office, but in a hallway, about 
eight feet from the elevators. 

Identification was made at the morgue 
by papers found in Robyn’s pockets. A 
bankbook of the German Savings As- 
sociation, in the name of Noel L. Robyn, 
showed that his balance there yesterday 
was $154.18. 

There was a notice from the Mutual 
Benefit Life Insurance Co. of Newark, 
N, J., that the premium on his life in- 
surance policy would be due Oct. 29.

Both are 
brothers of «alfred G. Robyn, composer 
and organist, who now lives in New 
York.

ARIZONA COMPLETED 


31,400-Ton Warship to Be Com- 
missioned at New York Navy 
Yard Today. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 17.—The new super-~ 
dreadnought Arizona, built at the New 
York navy yard, will be placed in com- 
mission there this afternoon with the 
customary ceremonies. She will be com.- 
manded by Gapt: John D. McDonald, 
formerly chief of staff to Rear Admiral 
Fletcher. 

Her main armament consists of 12 i 
inch guns tn four turrets, . She is 8) 
feet long and displaces 31, 400 tons. a 

The Arizona cost about $16,000,000. The 
range of her guns is from 12 to. 13 miles 
as they will be set in her turrets, or us 
far as her gun-pointers and observers 
can see in brightest of weather. As pre- 
vioug ships carrying the l4-inch guns, 
the Arizona’s main battery will have a 
maximum elevation of nearly 20 degrees. 
It would be possible, it is said, to almost 
double that elevation and add miles to 
the range of the guns, but already they 
can shoot and hit further than it is 
probable they would ever be called upon 
to do. 

The Arizona carries the three-gun 
turrets which have been developed by 
American naval constructors, her 12 big 
rifles being housed in four turrets, two 
forward and two aft. In addition sho

The Arizona is 608 feet in length, 97% 
feet in beam and has a draft of 2 feet 
She is capable. of 21 knots speed. She 
can fire a broadside of 18,044 pounds.

August Busch has offered, if the park 
is created, to donate the Grant cabin, 
now on his country place, and have it 
moved to the park. 


The Middlesex Club, tne oldest Repub- 
lican club in the United States, holds 
two banquets a year, on Grant’s birth- 
day and on Lincoln's birthday. At the 
last Grant’s birthday banquet it was 
proposed that the club start a movement 
for a Grant national park. The propo- 
sition was acted upon favorably, but 
nothing definite has been done. 


When Col. Sidney Hedges came here 
his brother suggested that he look 
over the Dent farm with respect 
to its availability for park  pur- 
poses. After going over the ground and 
visiting White Haven, the Dene home, 
and the Grant cabin, where the Grant 
children were born, he decided that the 
project was logical and feasible. 


The farm consists of 400 acreg. Capt. 
lL. M. Conn owns all of the land with 
the exception of 15 acres surrounding 
White Haven, which, with the home, is 
owned by Albert Wenzlick. It is well 
adapted to park purposes and in the 
opinion of Col. Hedges could be con- 
verted into a national park a compara- 
tively small expense. 


The movement will be directed toward 
influencing members of Congress favor- 
ably, with a view to asking, at the 
proper time, that Congfess make an ap- 
propriation for the park. 

The Dent farm adjoins the Grant 
farm, owned by Busch, and is three 
miles beyond the city limits on the 
Gravois road. —

Gen. Ge zales, Speaking for 
Carranza, Says Pershing Ex- 
pedition Has Bad Effect.

MEXICO CITY, Oct. 17.—Speaking for 
the Government, Gen: Pablo Gonzales 
yesterday gave replies to a representa- 
tive of the Outlook of New York to a 
series of questions on Mexican affairs 
and conditions and concerning the re- 
lations between Mexico and the United 


States. 
With respect to the Pershing ——" 
tion, Gen. Gonzales said: 

“The effect of the advent of the : ex- 
pedition into Mexico has been bad in all 
respects. Instead of discouraging briz- 
andage it has encouraged the rising of 

new bands, which are united in the dis- 
position to combat the foreign invaders 


and which, on this account, are regard- 
ed by Mexicans with sympathy. 

The remnants of the Villista outfit 
were revivified and converted into patri- 
}otic crusaders, thanks to the Pershing 
expedition. The sentiment created amonx 
the Mexican people against the United 
States by the expedition is unfavorable, 
naturally—why, I do not think it neces- 
sary to say-—-while with respect to the 
Constitutionalist Government the effect 
has been to unify and solidify our peo- 
ple for the Government more than ever. 

Resents Pershing Expedition. 

“Before the prospect of foreign war, 
the Mexican people have demonstrated 
that they are with the national Govern: 
ment. I do not in general approve the 
Mexican policy of President Wilson, for 
the fundamental reasons which I hold in 
general, I believe, with all honorable 
men, because his policy is not clear; it 
is not frank; it is not pure. 

“IT cannot reconcile the Pershing expe- 
dition with the persistent bombastic 
declarations of President Wilson upon 
his respect and sympathy for Mexico. 1 
desire that President Wilson either be 
our friend and demonstrate his friend- 
ship by his deeds or be our enemy and 
make war against us. But not that he 
exasperate us by .surfeiting us on the 
one side with sweet words and protesta- 
tion of sympathy and on the other side 
protect our enemies and obstruct the 
consolidation of our Government. This 
expressed the principal error of Presi- 
dent Wilson's policy, and, in my opinion, 
his repeated lack of frankness and clar- 
ity. 

‘There was culpability In the attitude 
of Henry Lane Wilson toward Madero, 
although riot in the attitude of President 
TaYt, I think. otrictly speaking, Presi- 
dent Taft was not obliged to give warn 
demonstrations of sympathy for the Ma- 
dero Government as long as he com- 
plied, although frigidly, with his duty 
so far as it concerned his relations with 
our Government. . 

“It is not true that Americans are 
loss Hked and respected in Mexico than 
other foreigners. If an yhighly devel- 
oped quality exists in the Mexican pev- 
ple, it is that of generous hospitality 
and appreciation and respect in general 
for all strangers who come to Mexico. 

Resents Pershing Expé¢ditton. 

“In the particular case of Americans, 
it must ‘be noted that many Mexicans 
have traveled in the United States, while 
others have received their education 
\there, thus bringing here and propagat 
ing sentiments of cordial esteem for the 
United States and ita sons. 

“Unfortunately, thé recent policy of 
President Wilson has possessed features 
which have irritatei Mexicans and 
caused some redentment against the 
United States, but this was incidental. 
and never reached the stage where ir 
manifested itself in acts against® the 
persons of ary American. Actually 
Americans are equallt Yonsidered with 
other foreigners, and I can assure you 
that there is &@ foundation for. the 
strengthening and increase of the cor- 
diality of our relations with the citi- 
zens of the United States. 

‘Naturally the future character of our 
sentimehts with respect to Americans 
will depend upon the manner in which 
we are ‘treated by therm. The United 
States can help us to restore normal 
conditions in Mexico without wounding 
our patriotic sentiments, by assuming 
the same attitude toward us as it does 
toward any other friendly country, by 
not placing obstacles in the way of our 
combating the disturbers of law and or- 
der, and by not preventing us from ob- 
taining the goods 
ernments obtain from the United States. 
“The Pershing expedition and the em- 
bargo upon certain elements which the 
Constitutionalist Government had been 
obtaining in the United States has re-

ALSON SAYS .0.P. 
WANTS CONTROL OF

Tells New York Delegation That 
Republicans Are After Cur- 
rency Comptroller’s Scalp. 


Executive Declares He Wants to 
See America Unite Her Pro- 
gressive Forces. 


LONG BRANCH, N. J., Oct. 17.—Pres- 
ident Wilson speaking to a delegation 
Volunteers yesterday said that the Dem- 
ocratic party is the only instrumental- 
ity nov at hand for the enactment of 


“genuine, humane, just and progressive 
legislation. 
The members of the dtlegation came 


here to tell the President they planned 
to campaign fon him “from the Battery 
to Buffalo,” in New York State, be- 
cause they felt he had given the nation 
“a square deal.”’ 

Led by Amos Pinchot and Rabbi Ste- 
phen Wise of New York, the delegation 
remained with the President longer than 
an hour. He talked with the delegation 
in the reception room of his summer res- 
idenge, Shadow Lawn. 

Time for Americans to Unite. 

The President declared the time has 
come for America to “unite her pro- 
gressive forces.’’ He said the leaders of 
the opposition want only three things— 
“the scalp of the present Comptroller 
of the Currency,’”’ John Skelton Wil- 
liams; to get control of the banking sys- 
tem of the country and to put the army 
and navy of the United States back of 
their financial enterprises in Mexico and 
throughout the world. 2 

**The problem that America has had to 
face for some time,” said the President, 
“has been to unite and organize her 
progressive forces. They have been 
present in the nation for a long time. 
They have been running like undercur- 
rents. They have been asserting them- 
selves here, there and elsewhere in 
sometimes unexpected quarters, but not 
until four years ago did they disclose 
their numerical forces.”’ 

Dissects Vette of 1912. 

Dissecting the presidential vote of 1912, 
which he called ‘“‘striking,’’ the Prest- 
dent said that of the more than 15,000,- 
000 votes cast, 10,000,000 were for the 
Progressive candidates and programs of 
the campaign, represented by the Pro- 
gressive and Democratic parties. Of the 
remaining 5,000,000 votes, only 3,500,000 
were cast for the Republican candi- 
date, “a most extraordinary manifesta- 
tion of the desire of the people of the 
United States to move forward along 
new and constructive lines in respect 
of their. public policy.’’ 

He said that for a long time the Pro- 
gressive element had been the dominat- 
ing one in the Democratic party and 
the election four years ago showed the 
strength of that element in the Repub- 
lican ranks, as given by the Progressive 
party vote.

instant action. 

“I favor an eight-hour day for all la- 
bor wherere it fs desired and can be ap- 
plied to the mutual advantage of em- 
ployer and employe, but just how the 
eight-hour principle could be applied in 
the running of railroad trains is a 
complex question the railroaders and the 
railroad managers themselves are better 
able to adjust than the President or 
Congress, and I predict that now, as 
during the past™40_years, in Pennsylva- 
nia at least, all differences will be ami- 
cably settled and there would be nothing 
for early consideration but for the but- 
ting in of the President.’”’ 

“No Regrets.or Apologies.” 

D. A. Hollingsworth, Congressman 
from the Eighteenth Ohio District, wrote 
as follows: 

“‘My reason for voting for the Adam- 
son eight-hour bill was that, in princi- 
ple, I favor an eight-hour workday 
where‘ reasonably practicable, and this 
being a simple emergency measure to 
avert a strike that theratened to tie up 
the business industries of the country 
and cause widespread want, destitution 
and possible starvation to many inno- 
cent women and children, I thought my 
vote justified on humanitarian grounds 
if no other. 

“It was the only effective means of- 
feren. at the time of averting such. ap- 
palling disaster. 

“No one pretends that it is a perma- 
nent settlement of labor troubles, and I 
regard it as most unfortunate that any 
political party should attempt to make 
political capital out of the action of 


Congress. ( 
“If in fact the measure be of doubt- 


ful constitutionality, as some good law- 
yers claim, that is a matter the courts 
will take care of in due time. Mean- 
time, I have no regrets or apologies for 
my vote, giving the benefit of the doubt, 
as I usually do, to the burden-bearers of 


my district.”’ 
Congressman John G. Cooper of the 


Nineteenth Ohio District wrote that his 
first thought in voting for the Adamson 
bill was to stop the strike which was 
scheduled to take place on the following 
Monday morning. 

Finds Ne “Hold-Up.” 

Representative Charles A. Lindbergh 
of Little Falls, Minn., wrote as follows: 
‘My vote on the eight-hour law was 
based on a study of the subject, inde- 
pendent of any strike problem. It is 
not true that Congress was held up. 
Members of Congress had months to 
consider the subject. The whole prob- 
lem had been presented in large display 
advertising in the press for months 
previous. The only time Congress was 
held up was in August, 1914, for the 
emergency currency act. It had had no 
previous notice of what was presented. 
It acted and the press did not squeal.” 
Congressman C. William Beales of 
Gettysburg, Pa., said that his reasons 
for voting for the bill were local. At 
the time the bill was before Congress, 
Adams Gounty was in the midst of the 
peach harvest and at the start of the 
apple picking. Growers communicated 
with Mr, Beales, asking him to use his 
vote to prevent a railroad strike which 
would tie up freight shipments and 
cause a loss to the orchard men esti- 
mated from $150,000 to $200,000. He 
authorized the correspondent to say 
that this was his reason for supporting 
the bill. 
“It is none of the newspaper’s busi- 
ness why I voted for the Adamson bill,” 
said Congressman Charlies F. Curry of 
Sacramento, Cal., to a correspondent. 
“The Post-Dispatch is not In my dis- 
trict."" The only thing he would add to 
this was that he had advocated the 
eight-hour law for years and that Pres- 
ident Wilson had seized upon it as a 
political expedient.

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FOE OF “INVISIBLE 
GOVERNMENT’ 


Did Not Permit It as Governor, 
Would Not as President, 
He Declares. 


OMAHA, Neb., Oct. 17.--Charles e EB. 
“Hughes closed his campaign in Nebras- 
ka yesterday with addresses to four 
audiences of farmers at Hastings, Grand 
Island, Columbus and Fremont, and the 
meeting in ‘the Auditorium there last 
night. 

The station and streets in the vicinity 
were crowded when Hughes reached 
Omaha, somewhat tired and in poor 
Voice. His day was a busy one, begin- 
hing with the Hastings address, in which 
he @*sailed the administration for the 
Adamson and Underwood laws and de- 
Clared that “those who are declaiming 
to the American public about invisible 
government had better remember that 
when I was in executive responsibility in 
the State of. New York there was no 
invisible government in that State.” 

“I think indeed it ‘might be said,” 
Hughes asserted, ‘‘that the present ad- 
ministration has been in large measure 
an administration of unofficial spokes- 
men of mysterious influences, and 1 
can say, in entire good humor, that I 
desire government through two houses 
and not three.” 

Hughes assailed the administration 
more vigorously than he has done be- 
‘fore for the enactment of the Adamson 
law, declaring that it was “un-American 
and absolutely without justification ever 
to surrender either legisiative’or execu- 
tive power to the demand of force, either 
by capital or labor,’’ and declared that 
“plain people of this country should re- 
buke the administration for its surren- 
der to force.”’ 

“Someone told me today,” Hughes 
said, and it seems at times to be the 
case, that the motto of the present ad- 
ministration ts that ‘a problem avoided 
is a problem solved.’ 

“It is a time for taking account of 
etock and ascertaining what is really 
for the best interest of the American 
people,” Hughes said. “When we at- 
tempt this critical examination, we are 
met with various pleas.

PLANS VIRTUALLY COMPLETE. . 
FOR MILITARY FLYING CORPS 


Persons Who Can Pass Tests Will 
Be Taught Aviation at Federal 
Government’s Expense. 
WASHINGTON, Oct, 17.—Plans which 
are expected to be little changed have 
been prepared by the aviation experts 
of the army for the organization of a 
military aviation corps, for which Con- 
gress appropriated money. The officers 
reserve corps is to consist of 296 of- 
ficers, with rank grading from Major 
down to Second Lieutenant. Persons 
who desire to enter this corps, and who 
can meet the mental and physical re- 
quirements, will be taught to fly at the 

expense of Uncle Sam. 

The plan calls for the organization of 
aero squadrons in various. parts of the 
country. A candidate for the officers 
corps must state in writing that if he 
passes the aviation test after being 
(aught the art of flying he will become 
a member of the reserve. 

The enlisted reserve corps of the avia- 
tion branch calls for 54 master elec- 
tricians, 120 first-class sergeants, 281 ser- 
geants, 543 corporals, 1381 privates, first 
class, and 276 privates.

“The company has not made any sug- YW 
gestions as yet to the city officials as to / ; 3 (am —— 
what sort of settlement of these matters — 
it believes should be made,’’ he said, 
“and my article in the Bulletin was pri- 
marily for the information of the em- 
ployes of the company. 

‘We have always contended that thele 
mill tax constitutes double taxation and 
it amounts to 2 per cent of the gross 
earnings of the company. Added to all 
of our other tax obligations, we are now 
paying in the neighborhood of 9 per cent 
of our gross earnings to the nation, 
State and city. It is unreasonable. 

‘*The mill tax ought to be merged with 
some of our other taxes. The mill tax 
on the present earnings of the company 
amounts to approximately $140,000 a year. 

Bonds Coming Due. 

“Between the present date and Octo- 
ber, 1924, bonds of the company amount- 
ing to $27,448,000 mature and we must 
meet these obligations. We have until 
1918 to make some plan for genera] re- 
financing of the company, but before 
that time some understanding of what 
disposition is to be made of these other 
matters must be reached as an aid in tha 
refinancing of the company.” 

McCulloch said that the financial con- 
dition of the company does not neces- 
sarily mean that it will fall into the 
hands of a receiver. He said the mort- 
gage holders would likely be glad of an 
opportunity to foreclose on the various 
properties which are component parts of 
the company's system, as they would be 
getting very valuable property at a very 
low rate in the event that they did.

The Evotation 
of the Pen 


HE first. known implements for re- 
cording thought or fact, were the 
calumnus or reed pen, and the sty- 

lus, made of/bronze, bone or other ma- 
terial. By the ancient Egyptians, Greeks 
or Romans the calumnus was used for 
making records on papyrus or parch- 
ment. Writing upon tablets of wood or 
Stone covered with wax, they used the’ 
Stylus—many examples of which have 
been preserved, those found in 1850 ‘at 
Herculaneum and now in the National 
Museum at Naples, and to this day reed 
pens are used in Persia and some other 
Eastern countries. 

From the stylus, which ret the East 
was in general use up to the seventh 
century, we travel to the quill, the first 
distinct reference to which is found in 
the writings of St. Isidore of Seville, the 
seventh century scholar, historian and 
inveterate controversialist. 

While a metal pen made of finely tem- 


pered bronze was undoubtédly in occa- 
sicnal use among the patricians of 
Rome, its rival and companion, the quill, 
obtained ‘from the wings of the goose, 
remained in universal use among West- | 
ern peoples right up to the beginning of 
the nineteenth century. 

The earliest English metallic pens of 
which there is any record were made in 
1780 by Joseph Harrison of Birmingham 
for the private use of a distinguished 
physician, Dr. Priestley Various: kinds 
of gold and steel pens would appear to 
have been produced spasmodically at in- 
tervals during the next 20 years, the 
method of manufacture and cost of pro- 
duction putting their price beyond the 
reach of the poorer class. 

To Peregrine Williamson of Baltimore 
is due the distinction of being the orig- 
inator of metallic pens in America, his 
patent bearing the date 1810. Joseph 
Sheldon of Sedgeley, England, quickly 
following him with a steel pen of the 
barrel shape, sold at $4.50 a dozen. 

Then in 1819 James.Perry of Red Lion 
Square, London, marked the first real 


adcvance of the handmade pen into gen- | 
eral use, his successive improvements in 
1830 and again in 1832 bringing the price 
down to the reach of the masses. 

Whether the method of making pens by 
means of a hand press, generally cred- 
ited to Gillot and Mason of Birmingham,

with groups of centuries, date the ap- 
pearance of the first umbrella back to 
4000 or 6000 years before the Mosaic date 
of the creation of the world. 

Sanscrit poets carry many allusions 
to its value as a protector of the bare- 
headed. In the Chaldaic Scriptures of 
Nineveh we are told that the umbrella 
as an emblem of royalty adopted by 
Eastern nations was generally carried 
over the King in time of peace and 
sometimes even in war. 

It was with an umbrella borne over 
his head that Vishu is said to have 
made his visit to the infernal regions, 
while the use of the umbrella in Greece 
during the days of Pisistratus and by 
Rome under the Consulate and Empire 
is attested by such writers as Pausani- 
us, Aristophanes, Aristotle, Plutarch, 
Ovid, Martial and Juvenal. 

The Rogan umbrella, made of skin 
and leather, and stretched on rods, could 
be lowered when not in use, the honor 
of bearing it over the owner being re- 
served to the favorite slave or servant. 

The use of the parasol or sunshade, 
first carried by the priestesses of Athe- 
na at her festivals, began in Italy and 
France and England early in the seven- | 
teenth century, being introduced into | 
these countries probably from China by 
Jesuit missionaries. 

The story of the introduction of the 
umbrella into England as a protection 
against rain is not one of the least in- 
teresting features of its history. Jonas 
Hanway, famous as a philanthropist 
and founder of the Magdalen Hospital, 
who in his earlier years had traveled 
into the far corners of the East on an 
investigation of trade conditions, had 
brought back with him a huge umbrella 
of the kind commonly used by Persian 
potentates. 

For some time had he kept secret the 
possession of this prize, not daring to 
brave public opinion by its use, private 
view being,reserved for his friends | 

But at last one wintly, rainy od in | 
March, 1750, Hanway made a sortie into 
Cheapside, with the outlandish contriv- 
ance held at arm’s length over his head, 
only to be greeted by the jeers and 
howls of the crowd. 

Early during their use in England um- 
brellas took the form ofa large, un- 
wieldy canopy which stood just inside 
the door of mansions and were carried 
by footmen over the heads of their
